The original will is in the hands of Mrs. Walter S. Osborne, 
of Mason county, Ky. She is descended from Thomas Collier, 
oldest son of John. Patrick Henry, as governor of the common- 
wealth, granted to Thomas Collier for military services, as cap- 
tain in the Eevolution, 3,000 acres in Mason county, Ky., on a 
part of which some of his descendants live. He married Mary 
Dabney, of Hanover county. 

The papers of a suit preserved in the clerk's office in Williams- 
burg show that Francis Gaines, of King and Queen county, made 
his will and died in 1774, leaving nine children, Francis, Cathe- 
rine, wife of Charles Collier, Mary Spencer, Hannah, Thomas, 
Harry, Betty, Ann and Patty Gaines He made his widow Betty 
Gaines and brother Eobert executors.

1 Eichakd 1 Keener married Elizabeth, daughter of Mathew 
Eodham (deed of gift recorded in Northumberland county, 
1664). Her sister Hannah married Capt. Christopher Neale. 
He was burgess in 1691, with rank of captain, burgess in 1701 
with rank of major. He had issue: 2 Rodham, 3 Richard, 4 
Francis, 5 John, 6 Matthew, who had Francis ; 7 Elizabeth, born 
December 18, 1681, married Des Buttes; 8 Frances, married 
Spellman; 9 Hannah, married Thomas Cralle. 

2 Ehodam 2 Kenner (Eichard 1 ) was born March 23, 1671, and 
his will was proved in Northumberland August 21, 1706. He is 
styled Capt. Eod Kenner, where he also appears as member of the 
House of Burgesses from Northumberland county in 1697. He 
was also justice and sheriff of Northumberland. He married 
Hannah Fox, born July 25, 1671, daughter of Capt. David Fox 
and Hannah Ball, and had issue, 10 Elizabeth, 11 Hannah, born 
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August 31, 1695, married Eichard Bushrod, of Westmoreland, 
son of Thomas Bushrod, and brother of Ann Bushrod, who mar- 
ried Grffin Fauntleroy. 

3 Eichard 2 Kenner (Eichard 1 ) was born March 3, 1673, 
married Elizabeth Winder (who was twenty years old in 1711) 
daughter of Capt. Thomas Winder,* of Northumberland, son of 
Lieut.-Col. John Winder, of Maryland. Eichard Kenner had 
issue, named in his will dated Feb. 22, 1725, proved January 18, 
1726-'27: 12 Hannah, 13 Rodham, born January 2, 1717; 14 
Eichard. There was also 15 Winder Kenner, eldest son, it is be- 
lieved, born about 1711. 

15 Winder 3 Kenner (Eichard 2 , Eichard 1 ), signed the West- 
moreland address in 1766, and had issue 16 Brereton, born Feb. 
8, 1732; 17 Eichard, born Feb. 29, 1733; 18 Winder, born Aug. 
16, 1738. 

13 Eodham 3 Kenner (Eichard 2 , Eichard 1 ), married Su- 
sanna Opie, daughter of John and Ann Opie, on April 24, 1735, 
and had issue: 19 Eichard, born July 18, 1738; 20 Rodham. 
His will was proved August 8, 1743. 

20 Eodham 4 Kenner (Eodham 3 , Eichard 2 , Eichard 1 ) was 
probably Col. Eodham Kenner who was burgess for Northumber- 
land county in 1773, member of the State Convention in 1776, 
and one of the signers of the Westmoreland address February 27, 
1766; county lieutenant in 1785. 

4 Francis 2 Kenner (Eichard 1 ) was born December 27, 1677, 
and his will was proved in Northumberland county April 18, 
1728. He had issue, 21 Rodham, whom he directed in his will 
"should be kept at school, and learning till he is 21 ;" 22 Eliza- 
beth, 23 Howson. 

21 Eodham Kenner 3 (Francis 2 , Eichard 1 ) was probably Eev. 
Eodham Kenner, to whom the St. Bees Grammar School register, 
date after 1686, referred to by Mr. Winder f as a scholar there, 
applies, "born at Cherry Point, Virginia, went to Glasgow and

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thence to Virginia as minister." He was born Sept. 28, 1707, 
and in 1728 was recommended to St. George's Parish, Spotsyl- 
vania county. In 1730 he married Judith, daughter of Harry 
Beverley. Dr. James Blair referred to him as "a very good man," 
and in March, 1734-'35, he was dead. 

23 Howson 3 Kenner (Francis 2 , Eichard 1 ) chbse John 
Cralle as guardian in June, 1728 ; married Margaret, and his will 
was proved in Fauquier county 1778. He had issue, named in his 
will, 24 Francis, 25 Betty, married Seaton, and had George ; 26 
Eebecca, married Clifton; 27 George Turberville, and had Bod- 
ham; 28 Peggy, married Stephen Pritchard; 29 Eodham; 30 
Kate, married Markham, and had Mary Ann; 31 Susanna; 
32 Mary Ann, married Eskridge, and had Samuel. He was 
vestryman, of Dettinger Parish, Prince William county, in 1749, 
with Eichard Kenner. 

24 Francis Kenner, son of Howson Kenner, had issue, 33 
Eodham, who in his will proved in Fauquier county June 29, 
1793, names issue, Lucy, Judith and Lawrence, which last was 
to be "given at ten years to his uncle Eodham to be educated." 

Howson Kenner, midshipman Virginia Navy, received a war- 
rant June '21, 1785, for 2,666 2-3 acres of land. 

Eodham Kenner, sailor in the Virginia Navy, was entitled to 
100 acres of land, which was issued to his heirs — Phebe Dillon, 
Cynthia Lewis, Ely Chew and Nancy Chew — who were also heirs 
of Ambrose Lewis, sailor in Virginia (Rep. Secretary of Treas. 
1834.) 

Eodham Kenner was at William and Mary in 1760. 

Mary, daughter of Eodham Kenner, married Thomas Bow- 
land, Frances Kenner married Bertrand Ewell. 

Eodham Kenner, gunner, Virginia State Navy, married Eliza- 
beth; died Logan county, Ky., in 1842. 

Eodham Kenner in 1817 married Mrs. Priscilla Matthews, of 
Westmoreland county. 

Hon. Duncan F(ox) Kenner, of N. O., member C. S. Congress, 
and special commissioner from C. S. A. to England and France 
in 1864.
